I  just  reltirncd  from  Ihc  ANA  Convention  in  Portland.  Oregon  The 
show  was  very  well  organized,  nm  and  publicized.  On  Friday  while  I  was 
there,  they  announced  the  8.000  visitor 

At  the  ANA.  the  TNA  News  received  an  award  for  Ihc  second  best 
state  publication  in  the  country  !!  We  owe  Mike  Grant  a  huge  thank  you  Tor  this 
award.  As  our  publisher.  Mike  puts  in  enormous  amounts  of  time  and  energy 
to  make  our  newsletter  the  quality  publication  it  is  Thanks.  Mike 

In  my  discussions  with  both  dealers  and  collectors  at  the  show  two 
somewhat  conflicting  themes  came  up  The  collectors  and  dealers  without 
tables  could  not  get  into  the  bourse  floor  until  10:00am  Friday  The  floor 
dealers  set  up  and  transacted  business  Wednesday  afternoon  and  night,  all  day 
Thursday  and  X  00am  to  10:00am  Friday  before  the  collectors  had  any  chance 
to  see  the  inventory  on  the  floor  As  I  discussed  in  an  earlier  president's  letter, 
the  hope  of  finding  an  occasional  bargain  is  a  real  motivating  factor  for  a  lot  of 
collectors  Remove  this  possibility  and  shows  can  lose  a  lot  of  their  luster  for 
the  collector  As  one  person  told  me  at  the  show,  when  a  dealer  shows  you  a 
coin,  tells  you  he  bought  it  at  the  show,  and  the  coin  has  three  or  four  prices  on 
the  holder,  each  slightly  higher  than  the  previous,  you  know  you  nussed  an 
opportunity  to  buy  that  coin  cheaper  at  this  very'  show  On  the  other  hand 
many  dealers  complained  that  Portland,  as  beautiful  as  it  is.  is  not  close  enough 
to  other  large  Metropolitan  areas  to  allow  many  small  and  medium  st/c  dealers 
to  drive  to  the  show  These  dealers  arc  a  significant  part  of  their  business  Add 
to  that  the  woes  of  the  Asian  economies  and  (he  strenglh  of  Ihc  dollar  and  many 
dealers  who  sell  largely  to  foreign  customers  also  suffered 

These  comments  lead  me  to  reconsider  for  whom  coin  shows  are  held 
Are  they  essentially  wholesale  trade  shows  for  the  dealers  to  exchange  material 
among  themselves  or  are  they  retail  shows  designed  to  sell  to  the  ultimate 
consumer?  I  think  most  shows  try  to  do  both  and  consequently  do  neither 
perfectly  However,  given  the  fact  that  without  collectors  there  is  no  need  for  a 
wholesale  show.  I  believe  if  a  show  leans  in  any  direction,  it  should  lean  in 
favor  of  the  collector  However,  most  coin  shows  arc  designed  to  make  money 
for  the  sponsoring  organization  Without  dealer  support  there  ultimately  will 
not  be  any  shows  and  funding  for  these  organizations  The  TNA  show  has 
dealer  set  up  for  four  hours  on  Thursday  and  one  hour  on  Friday  before  the 
public  is  admitted  I  think  this  is  adequate  With  a  show  the  size  of  the  ANA 
maybe  this  wouldn't  be  enough  time  for  all  dealers  to  sec  all  (he  inventory  of 
all  the  dealers  they  would  like  to  sec  But  a  dealer  missing  a  coin  and  that  coin 
going  to  a  collector  at  a  good  price  is  no  tragedy  If  in  fact  it  may  |ust  keep  that 
person  collecting  or  encourage  them  to  broaden  their  collecting  interests  In 
the  long  run  that  helps  all  dealers 

I  don't  think  there  is  a  perfect  answer  to  this  dilemma  However,  if  the 
collectors  and  dealers  can  remember  theirs  is  a  symbiotic  relationship  and  one 
cannot  survive  without  the  other,  then  perhaps  each  can  be  aware  of  the  needs 
of  the  other  and  a  workable  medium  achieved

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POLITICAL  STATEMENT  CURRENCY 

by  Frank  Clark 

Through  ihc  years.  I  have  plucked  several  noics  from  circulation  that  have  had. 
for  lack  of  a  belter  term,  political  statements  added  to  Ihc  note  with  the  help  of 
a  rubber  stamp  I  will  now  describe  a  few  in  my  collection  and  add  my 
observations. 

The  first  note  is  a  1976  $2  Federal  Reserve  Note  with  the  phrase.  "THESE  ARE 
FARM  DOLLARS"  stamped  twice  on  the  front  and  twice  on  the  back  of  the 
note  in  red  ink  This  would  represent  the  significant  spending  of  the  farmers  in 
a  community. 

The  second  note  is  a  1974  $1  Federal  Reserve  Note  with  Ihc  saying.  "AND  IS 
NOT  LAWFUL  MONEY  NOR  REDEEMABLE  IN  SPECIE"  stamped  twice  in 
red  ink  diagonally  on  the  left  half  of  the  note  Apparently,  this  is  a  disclaimer 
added  to  the  obligation  clause  of  the  note  w  hich  reads  "THIS  NOTE  IS  LEGAL 
TENDER  FOR  ALL  DEBTS.  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE"  Also,  on  the  back  of 
•he  note  stamped  in  red  ink  is  the  phrase.  "  U  S  CONSTITUTION  Know  It  - 
Use  It  or  Lose  It"  Both  phrases  taken  together  point  out  that  the  U  S 
Constitution  says,  "make  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  (specie)  coin  a  tender  in 
payment  of  debts" 

Note  number  three  has  "THERE  IS  NO  GOD  WE  CAN  TRUST"  stamped  in 
red  ink  on  the  back  of  a  1977A  $1  Federal  Reserve  Note  This  is  an  atheistic 
statement  added  to  the  note  right  below  the  motto.  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST" 
Red  ink  was  used  on  all  three  of  these  notes  probably  so  that  the  added  stamped 
phrases  would  stand  out  to  whoever  received  these  notes  during  normal 
business  transactions 

The  fourth  note  is  a  1993  $5  Federal  Reserve  Note  with  "GAY  $"  stamped  in 
black  ink  vertically  to  the  left  of  Lincoln's  portrait  This  added  phrase  to  the 
note  would  point  out  that  gays  represent  a  lot  of  purchasing  power 
The  final  note  is  a  recent  find  and  is  a  1995  $1  Federal  Reserve  Note  with  a 
marijuana  leaf  stamped  to  the  left  of  Washington's  portrait  in  green  ink  and  a 
speech  balloon  with  the  words.  "I  GREW  HEMP"  coming  from  Washington's 
lips  stamped  in  purple  ink  These  added  stamp-ons  emphasize  the  pursuit  of 
some  people  to  have  hemp  legalize  for  the  rope  and  clothing  industry  and  it  was 
even  grown  by  George  Washington  on  lus  plantation  in  the  1700's' 

The  Treasury  Department  looks  unkindly  on  the  idea  of  using  our  currency  to 
promote  slogans  and  advertisements.  It  is  prohibited  by  Title  IX.  U  S  Code. 
Section  475 

Although  not  valuable,  these  notes  arc  very  interesting  to  add  to  one’s  currency 
collection  I'm  sure  there  are  many  more  different  examples  or  stamped-on 
political  statements  in  circulation  Be  sure  to  look  closely  at  the  notes  you 
receive!

Iml  now.  as  he  looked  on, I  saw  the  whole  Hellespont  e, were, I  mil,  the 
vessels  of  Ins  fleet  anil  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  I  hydos  as  full  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  liunself  upon  Ins  good  fortune,  hot  after  a  little  while  he 
wept  llis  uncle  Irlahanus.  who  was  with  him  at  the  time,  asked  about  tins  strange 
expression  of  contradictory  feelings  "I  >.wj  thinking.-  Xerxes  replied.  " and  it  came 
info  my  muui  how  piti  fully  short  human  life  is  " 

Herodotus  I  'll,  45-46 

I  lus  moment  in  history  described  by  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history  given  the  current  technology  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1,700,000  men  for  Ins 
invasion  of  Greece  in  4X0  BC.  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank.  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  .Asia  Minor  In  order  to  move  Ins  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoenecians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge  To 
do  this  o74  ships  were  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks. 
I'he  planks  were  covered  with  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road.  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  verx  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world. 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
rhermopylae.  where  the  .100  Spartans  led  by  Leonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfulh  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare 
Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
of  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  navy 
I  he  army  of  the  allied  Greek  cilv -states,  led  In  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC'  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  his  observations  on  the  brev  ity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today  ,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  life  span  of  the  ancients 
H\  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatlv  enhanced  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished  ITiese  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  are  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have  Now  you  can  expand  your  horizons  to  the  Fifth  Century  BC  with  a  modest 
contribution  to  the  Jonathan  K  Kern  Co

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Hus  hoard  or silver  wns  composed  ol  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi.  A  single 
siglos  averages  5  ^5  grams  of  nearly  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  King  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose  Sonic  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  as  kneeling  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  very  thick  oblong  planchets.  much  like  silver  bullets,  with  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer.  Hie  lower  die  was  probably  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  The  lower, 
or  reverse  die  of  these  coins,  was  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ever  produced  in 
the  world.  This  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  of  mysterious  variations  The  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  backs  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  King  is 
frequently  off  center  These  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre-weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  ruler. 

The  Great  King  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  bow  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  of  Sardeis.  in  I  ydia  and  a  bow  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  type  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south.  Frequently  they  are  countermarked  with  tiny 
punches  by  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell 
either  type  in  a  nice  fine  grade  for  $37  each,  a  nice  very  fine  for  $77  each  or  a  nice 
extremely  fine  for  $277  each  The  raised  obverse  always  grades  much  less  than  the  incused 
reverse  so  our  nice  fine  will  usually  have  an  extremely  fine  reverse.

ex*po*si*tion.  n  .4  public  exhibition  or  .show,  as  of  artistic  or  industrial 
developments 

Expositions  occurred  very  often  during  the  lute  1800's  and  early  1900's  They 
were  used  to  show  ofT  cities  and  the  developments  that  America  had  made 
during  the  industrial  revolution  Many  of  these  expositions  produced 
numismatic  collectibles  that  are  available  today  Three  of  these  expositions 
will  be  described  in  this  article 

WORLD'S  COLUMBIAN  EXPOSITION 
The  World's  Columbian  Exposition  was  held  in  Chicago  during  1892  and 
I89t  It  celebrated  the  400th  anniversary  of  Columbus  landing  in  the  New 
World  and  was  a  showcase  of  what  America  has  become  and  what  she  would 
become  in  the  future  On  April  25.  1890.  Congress  approved  "An  Act  to 
Provide  for  Celebrating  the  400(h  Anniversary  of  the  Discovery  of  America  by 
Christopher  Columbus  "  Competition  to  host  the  expo  was  very'  close  Chicago 
and  New  York  both  wanted  to  host  the  exposition.  It  came  down  to  one  single 
vote  m  the  united  Stales  House  of  Representatives  before  it  was  decided  that 
C  liicago  should  be  the  host  city  Chicago  hoped  the  expo  would  showcase  their 
city  and  rid  themselves  of  certain  enigmas.  Many  people  on  the  East  Coast  felt 
Chicago  was  still  far  west  and  not  civili/ed  It  was  questioned  in  one  East 
Coast  paper  "why  else  did  men  there  have  three  pockets  in  their  suit  coats  .one 
for  a  watch:  one  for  a  purse  and  one  for  a  knife  or  revolver  "  Frederick  Law 
Olmstead.  Ameriea"s  number  one  landscape  architect,  laid  out  the  exposition 
It  was  built  along  the  edge  of  Lake  Michigan  during  a  bond-chilling  winter 
Taking  well  over  a  year  to  build,  it  was  officially  opened  by  President  Grover 
Cleveland  on  Columbus  Day  in  October  1892  Many  new  inventions  were 
showcased,  but  the  star  of  the  expo  was  electricity  Edison's  Pillar  of  Light  was 
3  lower  w  ith  over  5.000  incandescent  bulbs  of  different  colors  that  blinked  off 
and  on  m  patterns  Another  star  was  the  new  Kodak  camera.  These  easy  to 
carry  cameras  were  available  lor  $10  and  could  lake  fortv-cight  pictures  on  a 
roll  of  film  instead  of  on  glass  plates  A  rule  of  the  expo  required  amateur 
photographers  to  purchase  a  tag  to  use  their  own  camera,  these  cost  two  dollars 
per  day  or  live  dollars  per  week,  but  without  them  the  photographer  faced 
arrest  Besides  advances  in  technology,  the  fair  also  boasted  the  largest  art 
exhibition  ever  presented  in  the  world  as  well  as  replicas  of  the  Nina,  the  Pinta 
and  the  Santa  Maria  made  by  Spain  and  sailed  across  the  Atlantic  for  the  expo 
The  expo  was  immensely  popular  with  many,  many  people  visiting  it  On 
"Chicago  Day"  alone.  October  9.  189.4.  it  was  estimated  that  750.000  people 
visited  the  fair  Admission  was  fifty  cents  for  adults  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
children  On  October  31.  1894.  three  days  before  the  fair  closed 
Chicago  mayor  Carter  Harrison  said.  "Chicago  was  only  a  swamp  w  hen  I  came 
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mlo  (lie  world  I  expect  lo  live  half  a  century. more,  when  Chicago  will  be  more 
of  a  metropolis  than  New  York  "  His  prediction  would  not  be  fulfilled  He  was 
shot  and  killed  that  night  at  his  own  front  door  by  a  demented  office  seeker 
After  the  fair  closed,  people  could  get  into  the  grounds  and  watch  the 
destruction  of  the  buildings  and  exhibits  for  twenty-five  cents  The  only 
building  left  standing  today  is  the  Fine  Arts  Building  It  was  renovated  in  the 
late  I920's  for  ten  million  dollars  and  re-opened  in  1931  as  the  Museum  of 
Science  and  Industry  The  Chicago  Exposition  produced  many  collectible  coins, 
medals  and  tokens  The  most  famous  is  the  Columbian  commemorative  half- 
dollar.  the  first  commemorative  coin  issued  by  the  United  States  These  were 
minted  in  1892  and  1893  and  were  designed  by  Olin  Lewis  Warner  The 
obverse  was  engraved  by  C  E  Barber  and  featured  the  bust  of  Columbus  The 
reverse  was  engraved  by  G  T  Morgan  and  featured  Columbus’  flagship,  the 
"Santa  Maria  and  was  engraved  by  G  T  Morgan  The  organizers  of  the  expo 
initially  ask  Congress  for  five  million  dollars,  but  they  only  gave  half  the 
amount  and  that  in  commemorative  half-dollars  The  other  half  had  to  be  made 
up  for  in  premiums  on  the  sale  of  the  coins  Hence  they  were  sold  for  one 
dollar  each  A  typewriter  firm  bought  the  first  coin  struck  for  ten  thousand 
dollars  A  total  of  950.000  of  the  1892  coins  and  1,550.450  of  the  1893  coins 
were  minted  Many  of  them  did  not  sell  and  were  later  released  into  circulation 
at  face  value  In  addition,  approximately  one  hundred  proofs  were  struck  for 
each  date

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PANAMA-PACIFIC  INTERNATIONAL  EXPOSITION  (PPIE) 

The  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco 
California  It  opened  on  February  20.  1915  and  celebrated  the  completion  of  the 
Panama  Canal  and  the  discover)  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  Balboa  San  Francisco 
and  New  Orleans  both  wanted  to  host  the  exposition  In  1911.  President  Taft 
proclaimed  San  Francisco  would  be  the  host  city.  City  leaders  hoped  the  expo 
would  provide  great  economic  boons  to  the  city  that  had  nearly  been  destroyed 
by  fire  and  earthquake  in  1906. 

The  expo  was  held  on  635  acres  in  some  old  mud  fiats  in  the  northern  end  of 
the  city  Dubbed  the  "Jewel  City."  one  of  the  main  attractions  was  the  "Tower 
of  Jewels  "  This  was  a  forty-three  story  tall  tower  with  over  one  hundred 
thousand  colored  glass  "jewels"  that  dangled  individually  and  shimmered  and 
reflected  light  as  the  Pacific  breezes  blew  them  One  of  the  buildings  was  the 
Palace  of  fine  arts  Farran  Zerbee  held  his  "Money  of  the  World  Exhibit"  in 
this  building  Fie  also  held  the  rights  to  sell  the  expos  commemorative  coins 
and  sold  them  from  his  booth  Of  numismatic  interest,  the  ANA  convention  in 
1915  was  held  in  San  Francisco  allowing  collectors  to  attend  the  convention 
and  the  expo  It  is  reported  that  in  spite  of  the  draw  of  the  fair,  the  convention 
was  only  lightly  attended  with  virtually  no  one  showing  up  On  September  29. 
the  first  transcontinental  wireless  telephony'  connection  "  (radio  transmission) 
between  New  York  and  California  was  accomplished  The  expo  was  officially 
closed  on  December  4.  1915  This  expo  also  produced  many  numismatic 
collectibles,  the  most  notable  being  the  commemorative  silver  half-dollar  and 
the  gold  set.  the  first  commemorative  coins  to  carry  the  "In  God  We  Trust" 

motto  These  were  all  minted  in  1915  at  the 
San  Francisco  mint  The  obverse  of  the 
fifty-cent  coin  featured  a  representation  of 
Columbia  with  the  Golden  Gate  in  the 
background  and  was  designed  by  C  E 
Barber  and  G  T  Morgan  These  were  for  one  dollar  each  The  gold  set 
consisted  of  a  gold  dollar,  quarter-eagle  and  one  each  of  a  round  and  octagonal 
fifty -dollar  coin  The  obverse  of  the  dollar  featured  the  representation  of  a 
Panama  Canal  laborer  and  was  designed  by  Charles  Keck  The  reverse  had 
"ONE-DOLLAR’  encircled  bv  two  dolphins  There  were  a  total  of  15.000 
minted  and  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  of  the  coins  issued  The  quarter 
eagle  was  the  first  commemorative  coin  of  its'  denomination  The  obverse 
Columbia  with  a  caducous  in  her  left  hand  seated  on  a  hippocampus  typifying 
the  use  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  was  designed  by  C  E  Barber  and  G  T 
Morgan  Morgan  borrowed  the  design  for  the  reverse,  an  American  eagle 
with  raised  wings,  from  his  own  work  .  the  1X77  pattern  half  dollar  and  the 
1X79  "School  girl"  pattern  silver  dollar  There  were  a  total  of  6.749  quarter- 
eagles  minted  The  fifty -dollar  pieces  featured  the  helmetcd  head  of  Minerva 
and  were  designed  by  Robert  Aitken  The  reverse  featured  the  owl  the  symbol 
of  wisdom  The  only  differences  in  the  designs  of  the  two  filly  dollar  coins  are 
that  the  octagonal  issue  has  smaller  devices  and  has  eight  dolphins  in  the 
angles  on  both  sides 
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The  octagonal  shape  was  copied  from  the  famous  fifty-dollar  "slugs"  minted  b\ 
Augustus  Humbert  and  the  United  States  Assay  Commission  There  were  a 
total  of  1.500  round  and  1.509  (nine  for  the  Assay  Commission)  octagonal 
coins  minted  However,  only  485  round  coins  and  645  of  the  octagonal  coins 
minted  However,  only  485  round  coins  and  645  of  the  octagonal  coins  were 
sold  (cost  $100.00  each),  (he  rest  being  melted  In  order  to  boost  sales.  Zcrbc 
ordered  copper  frames  from  a  San  Francisco  jeweler.  Shreve  and  company  and 
offered  the  gold  sets  for  sale  in  both  the  frames  and  in  cardboard  cases  with  a 
violet  interior  and  gold  lettering  It  is  estimated  that  less  than  200  of  the  frames 
exist  today,  but  even  fewer  of  the  cardboard  boxes  are  thought  to  exist 
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SOUTH  CAROLINA  INTERSTATE  and  West  Indian  EXPOSITION 

A  much  less  known  expo  occurred  between  the  previous  two  It  is  a  favorite  of 
the  author  due  to  the  onlv6  collectible  known  to  him  .  the  admission  ticket  with 
a  palmetto  tree  on  the  stub  The  ticket  was  obviously  meant  to  be  a  souvenir  of 
the  expo  as  the  stub  says.  "Stile  keeper  will  accept  coupon  for  admission  to  the 

grounds  allowing  visitors  to  retain  ticked  " 
Organizers  saw  the  success  and  population 
boom  brought  by  previous  expos,  especially 
those  in  Nashville  and  Atlanta  They  hoped 
the  South  Carolina.  Interstate  and  West 
Indian  Exposition  would  attract  attention  to 
Charleston  and  revive  its  stagnating  economy,  especially  trade  with  the  West 
Indies .  Cuba  and  Mexico  Like  San  Francisco  in  a  few-  years  in  the  future,  an 
earthquake  devastated  Charleston  in  1886  and  it  needed  that  stigma  removed.  It 
was  also  hoped  that  through  expo  .  the  new  industries  and  commerce  of  the 
entire  South  could  be  promoted  The  expo  apparently  was  a  success  for 
Charleston  as  the  American  Cigar  Company  opened  soon  after  in  the  city, 
oyster  canning  business  began  and  the  United  Fruit  Company  began  shipping 
bananas  through  the  city  The  expo  opened  on  Sunday  December  I  1901  on 
land  donated  by  the  President  of  the  exposition.  Captain  F  W  Wagcncr.  a 
grocery1  wholesaler,  cotton  dealer  and  entrepreneur  The  land  the  expo  was  held 
on  is  today  the  current  location  of  Hampton  Park  To  many  .  the  idea  of  having 
an  expo  in  the  winter  was  an  odd  idea  However  organizers  hoped  to  increase 
attendance  by  having  e  the  expo  in  a  place  with  very  mild  winters  instead  of 
forcing  people  to  travel  in  the  hot  summer  Over  500.000  people  attended 
including  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Mark  Twain  It  closed  on  Mav  5 1 
1902
